Type SD cable should be used 
trom the pole to the weather-head and, if 
used down the house, must be protected by 
conduit or metallic tubing. y 

2. SE Cable: This cable is designed for use in 
protected locations down the side of the 
house and attached directly to it without in¬ 
sulators. It has a moisture resisting and 
flame-retarding braid and may be used for 
range wiring. 

3. ASE Cable: This is the only type that can 
be used in unprotected locations without ad¬ 
ditional mechanical protection. It is essen¬ 
tially an armored cable. It is generally con¬ 
structed with combination of special heavy 
fibrous and steel covering designed to resist 
impact. 

4. USE Cable: This is distinctly an under¬ 
ground cable with protective covering of 
Neoprene to keep out moisture, acids and 
alkalies. Durasheath is approved by the 
Underwriters for this use.

Styles of Service Cables 

Besides these essential differences between 
types, both the SD and SE types are made in sev¬ 
eral different constructions or styles. 

SD Cable is made in two styles: 

1. Style C for 2-conductor cable. 

2. Style CF for 3-conductor cable. 

The differences are as follows: 

Style C cable has one insulated conductor with 
a concentric bare neutral that covers approxi¬ 
mately 85 per cent of the insulated conductor. 

Style CF has two insulated conductors but the 
neutral covers approximately 65 per cent of 
the conductors. 

When we come to SE cable we have two differ¬ 
ent styles as follows: 

1. Style SC for 2 conductor. 

2. Style SCF for 3-conductor. 

The differences are as follows: 

Style SC cable might be considered basic for 
this type. It has a single insulated conductor 
with a concentric bare neutral covering 85 
per cent of the insulated conductor. 

Style SCF differs from Style SC only in the use 
of an additional insulated conductor and the 
fact that the neutral need cover only 65 per 
cent of the insulated conductors.

HIGH-VOLTAGE CABLE 

High-voltage portable power cables are design¬ 
ed for a wide variety of purposes. In general 
their use covers both transmission of power from 
the supply to the portable equipment and distri¬ 
bution of that power to the electrical machines 
or control devices which are installed in or on 
the equipment. 

The principal use of portable power cables is 
to convey energy for electrically operated shovels, 
dredges, cranes, etc., where arduous service and 
safety must combine for uninterrupted production 
and long cable life. 

Further use of high-voltage cables of this type 
is found wherever both high voltage and port¬ 
ability are required, such as in construction work 
and for temporary or emergency power transfer 
in central stations and substations during equip¬ 
ment repairs and alterations. They are available 
for operating voltages up to and including 13,000 
volts, in single and multi-conductor form, and in 
a wide range of conductor sizes. 

There are three general types of high-voltage 
cables: 

Type W, without ground wires. 

Type G, with ground wires. 

Type SH (shielded) with or without ground 
wires. 

Type W—(Without Ground Wires) 

This cable is not recommended for service ex¬ 
ceeding 2500 volts, although it can be furnished 
for higher voltages. Even at 2500 volts, special 
precautions should be used in the handling of the 
cable to minimize hazard of shock to workmen. 

Has heavy walls of insulation and jacket. 

Type G—(With Ground Wires) 

The same construction as Type W except that it 
has a flexible ground wire in each filler space. 
While cables operating above 2500 volts should 
preferably be shielded, the ground wires in Type 
G cables in effect provide some shielding and af¬ 
ford a certain degree of protection to operators 
when the wires are grounded at both ends of the 
cable length. In some instances Type G cables have 
proved satisfactory at 5000 volts. The ground 
wires are normally of tinned copper strands cov¬ 
ered with a cushioning cotton braid. If desired, 
ground wires composed of tinned steel strands can 
be supplied in place of copper.

When applied over the separate conductors, 
shielding confines the stress to the individual con¬ 
ductor insulations, eliminating corona and the 
attendant formation of ozone which is deleterious 
to rubber. Shielding braids, properly grounded, af¬ 
ford protection to the cable and to the operator. 

For operating voltages up to 6000 volts, a shield 
over the assembled conductors with the use of 
ground wires (Type SH-G) is generally recom¬ 
mended. For voltages over 6000 volts, shielding 
over the individual conductors with the use of 
ground wires (Type SH-D) is recommended.

There are three standards of extra galvanized 
telephone and telegraph wire in general commer¬ 
cial use: 

“Extra Best Best” (E.B.B.)—Made by improved 
continuous process and stands highest in conduc¬ 
tivity of any telegraph wire with a weight per 
mile ohm of from 4,700 to 5,000 pounds. It is 
largely used by telegraph companies and in rail¬ 
way telegraph service. 

“Best Best” (B.B.)—Superior to the E. B. B. in 
mechanical qualities and equal in galvanizing but 
of somewhat lower electrical value. Weight per 
mile ohm 5,600 to 6,000 pounds. This grade is 
used very largely by telephone companies. 

“Steel” (or homogeneous metal)—More express¬ 
ly designed for short-line telephone service, where 
a measure of conductivity can be exchanged for 
high tensile strength in a light wire. Weight per 
mile ohm 6,500 to 7,000 pounds. 

All grades are galvanized the same and to the 
highest commercial standard.

(a) For derived lighting systems where the system supplied 
contains an identified grounded wire which is solidly con¬ 
nected to a similar identified grounded wire of the supply 
system. 

<b) For use in motor starters. 

(c) For supplying circuits wholly within apparatus which 
also contains the auto transformers. 

(d) For fixed voltage adjustment on existing unidentified 
power circuits. 

Installations in which auto transformers are 
used as balance coils for derived lighting systems 
do not conform to the National Electrical Code. 

Standard auto transformers are furnished only 
with a ratio of 230 volts to 115 volts.

The Replacement Type Pole is de¬ 
signed for use on existing installations 
with very little expense. It is furnished 
with a sleeve at the bottom which will 
slip over either 3V2-inch or 4-inch O.D. 
pipe. The old pole is cut off 20 inches 
above grade.

DEFINITIONS OF ELECTRICAL UNITS 


All Electrical Units are Derived from the Fol¬ 
lowing Mechanical Units: 

The Centimeter is the Unit of Length, and Equals 
•3937 Inch, or .000000001 of a Quadrant of the 
Earth. 

The Gram is the Unit of Mass, and is Equal to 
15.432 Grains, the Mass of a Cubic Centimeter of 
Water at 4° C. 

The Second is the Unit of Time and is the Time 
of One Swing of a Pendulum Swinging 86464.09 
Times per Day, or the l-86400th Part of a Mean 
Solar Day. 

Ampere—Unit of Current Strength.—The Unit 
Strength of Current, Called the Ampere, is the 
Rate of Flow of Electricity Along a Conductor 
and is Analogous to the Rate of Flow of Water 
Through a Pipe. The Flow of Water Through a 
Pipe is Measured by the Amount which Flows per 
Second; In Electricity the Amount of Current is 
Measured also, but Instead of Gallons per Second, 
Coulombs per Second is Used. As the Expression 
of Coulombs per Second was Found Somewhat 
Cumbersome, the Name Ampere was Used; Thus 
10 Coulombs per Second is just 10 Amperes. 

Volt—Unit of Pressure.—The Flow of Electri¬ 
city Depends upon Pressure the Same as Water in 
a Pipe Depends upon Pressure for its Flow. When 
Speaking of Water, Pressure is Termed as Pounds 
per Square Foot, but in Electricity, Pressure is 
Termed as Volts. When a Current of One Ampere 
Flows Through a Resistance of One Ohm the 
Pressure is One Volt. When a Conductor Cuts 
Lanes of Magnetic Flux at the Rate of 100,000,000 
per Second, a Pressure of One Volt is Produced. 

Ohm—Unit of Resistance.—A Conductor has a 
Resistance of One Ohm when One Volt will Force 
a Current of One Ampere Through It. For Measur¬ 
ing very Small Resistances the Microhm is Used, 
which is One Millionth Part of an Ohm; For Very 
High Resistances, the Megohm is Used, which is 
One Million Times Larger than the Ohm. 

Watt—Unit of Power.—In the Case of Water, 
the Rate of Flow is Termed as the Number of 
Gallons per Minute; in Electricity by the Number 
of Amperes or Coulombs per Second. The Power 
Required to Keep a Current of Water Flowing is 
the Product of the Current in Pounds per Minute 
by Head or Pressure in Feet. The Power Required 
to Keep a Current of Electricity Flowing is the 
Product of the Amperes Times the Pressure in 
Volts; this Gives the Power in Terms of Watts. 

Kilowatt—1,000 Watts.—1.34 Horsepower. 

Horsepower—A Rate of Doing Work Equal to 
33,000 Pounds Raised One Foot in One Minute. 

Coulomb—Unit of Quantity.—Amount of Elec¬ 
tricity Passing in a Circuit in One Second when 
the Current is One Ampere. 


Permeance of a Magnetic Circuit is a Measure 
of the Flux which will be Produced in the Circuit 
by a Given (Magnetomotive Force). It is a Re¬ 
ciprocal of Reluctance. A circuit having Unit 
Permeance will require unit (Magnetomotive 
Force) to Produce Unit Flux. 

Permeability is the Ratio of Flux Density to 
Magnetizing Force. 


Susceptibility is the Ratio of Intensity of Mag¬ 
netization to Magnetizing Force. 

Reluctivity or Specific Reluctance is the Reluct¬ 
ance of One Centimeter Cube of the Magnetic Pattu 
Unit Electromotive Force will Cause Unit Cur¬ 
rent to be Established in a Circuit of Unit Resist¬ 
ance.

NOTE TO ABOVE TABLES 


For explanation of Type Letters, and for recognized size of 
conductors for the various conductor insulations, see sections 
3102 and 93101. For installation requirements, see section 
3102, and the various artices of this code. For flexible cords 
see Tables 3 and 31. 

1. Aluminum Conductors. For aluminum conductors, the 
allowable current-carrying capacities shall be taken as 84 
per cent of those given in the table for the respective sizes 
of copper conductor with the same kind of insulation. 

2. Bare Conductors. If bare conductors are used with in¬ 
sulated conductors, their allowable current-carrying capacity 
shall be limited to that permitted for the insulated conductor 
with which they are used. 

3. Application of Table. For open wiring on insulators and 
for concealed knob-and-tube work, the allowable current- 
carrying capacities of Table 2 shall be used. For all other 
recognized wiring methods, the allowable current-carrying 
capacities of Table 1 shall be used, unless otherwise provided 
in this code. 

4. More Than Three Conductors in a Raceway. Table 1 
gives the allowable current-carry capacity for not more than 
three conductors in a raceway or cable. If the number of 
conductors in a raceway or cable is from 4 to 6, the allow¬ 
able current-carrying capacity of each conductor shall be 
reduced to 80 per cent of the values in Table 1. If the num¬ 
ber of conductors in a raceway or cable is from 7 to 9, the 
allowable current-carrying capacity of each conductor shall 
be reduced to 70 per cent of the values in Table 1. 

Exceptions to the foregoing are specified in NEC sections 
3624, 3745, and 7265. 

5. Neutral Conductor. A neutral conductor which carries 
only the unbalanced current from other conductors, as in the 


case of normally balanced circuits of three or more conduc¬ 
tors, shall not be counted in determining current-carrying 
capacities as provided for in the preceding paragraph. 

In a 3-wire circuit consisting of two phase wires and the 
neutral of a 4-wire 3-phase system, a common conductor car¬ 
ries approximately the same current as the other conductors 
and is not therefore considered as a neutral conductor. 

6. Ultimate Insulation Temperature. In no case shall con¬ 
ductors be associated together in such a way with respect to 
the kind of circuit, the wiring method employed, or the 
number of conductors, that the limiting temperature of the 
conductors will be exceeded. 

7. Use of Conductors With Higher Operating Tempera¬ 
tures. If the room temperature is within 10 degrees C. of the 
maximum allowable operating temperature of the insulation, 
it is desirable to use an insulation with a higher maximum 
allowable operating temperature; although insulation can be 
used in a room temperature approaching its maximum allow¬ 
able operating temperature limit if the current is reduced in 
accordance with the table of correction factors for different 
room temperatures. 

8. Voltage Drop. The allowable current-carrying capaci¬ 
ties in Tables 1 and 2 are based on temperature alone and do 
not take voltage drop into consideration. 

9. Overcurrent Protection. If the standard ratings and 
settings of overcurrent devices do not correspond with the 
ratings and settings allowed for conductors, the next higher 
standard rating and setting may be used, but not exceeding 
150 per cent of the allowable carrying capacity of the con¬ 
ductor. 

10. Deterioration of Insulation. It should be noted that 
even the best grades of rubber insulation will deteriorate in 
time, so eventually will need to be replaced.

APPLICATION OF THERMAL CIRCUIT BREAKERS AND FUSIBLE DEVICES 


THE PRIMARY FUNCTION OF AN OVERCURRENT PROTECTIVE DEVICE 

for conductors is to guard the conductor against overheating. 
The current-carrying ability of a conductor is limited by the 
temperature at which its insulation may be operated safely. The 
operating temperature is the sum of the ambient temperature 
plus the temperature rise due to loss in the conductor. To limit 
this total temperature, the National Electrical Code requires that 
conductor be derated at ambient temperatures above 30°C, 
the amount of derating depending upon the type of insulation 
used. 

The ideal overcurrent protective device is one which likewise 
must be derated at elevated ambient temperatures and one in 
which the derating closely parallels the derating of the pro¬ 
tected conductor. This applies to fuses as well as to circuit 
breakers. 

Operating on the thermal principle, all thermal breakers are 
affected by changes in ambient temperature, thereby'taking 
into account the decrease in conductor capacity at elevated 
ambient temperatures. 

IN APPLYING OVERCURRENT DEVICES, either circuit breakers or 
fuses which depend upon heat for their operation, it must be 
remembered that such devices are calibrated at an ambient 
temperature specified by the Underwriters' Laboratories. In 
the case of circuit breakers this is 25°C (77°F). For other am¬ 
bient temperatures the cunent rating of thermal breakers varies 
from the rating at 25°C ambient. 

While thermal circuit breakers are tested by the Underwriters' 
Laboratories at 25°C ambient, and are tested individually 
and in the open they are seldom actually applied in this 
manner. They are usually mounted in individual enclosures, 
combination linestarters, panelboards, or enclosed switch¬ 
boards. In applying enclosed protective devices of the thermal 
type, consideration must be given not only to the ambient 
temperature in which the enclosure is mounted, but also to the 
temperature within the enclosure itself. 


It is impossible to provide a simple derating factor that will 
cover accurately the various enclosures. The increase in tem¬ 
perature inside the enclosure is caused by several factors—such 
as the losses in the device itself, losses in other apparatus and 
conductors within the enclosure. In the case of a panelboard, 
variables are introduced by the number of circuits, gutter space 
and number of conductors in the cabinet. 

WHEN THE CONDUCTORS ARE SELECTED, good engineering prac¬ 
tice dictates that the capacity of the conductor be at least 125 % 
of full load current. The National Electrical Code requires this 
for individual motor branch circuits and for other branch cir¬ 
cuits supplying continuous loads. 

APPLICATION —The panelboard standards (42-82) of the 
National Electrical Manufacturers Association recommend that 
circuits be loaded to not exceed 70% of the protective device 
rating. This means that in panelboards the conductor and over¬ 
current protective device rating should be not less than 142% 
of the load. For fusible safety switches the standards of the 
National Electrical Manufacturers Association recommend that 
on continuous duty circuits the switch should be selected to 
have a current rating at least 150% of the load. If the practices 
recommended above are followed, Westinghouse thermal 
breakers will in normal applications operate satisfactorily in an 
enclosure with normal outside ambient temperatures, provided 
a breaker is selected having a rating equal to that of the con¬ 
ductor. The factor of 125% in the case of individually enclosed 
breakers or 142% in the case of panelboards will in general 
take care of the difference in ambient temperatures inside and 
outside the enclosure. Therefore, enclosed breakers should be 
applied using these factors and the ambient temperatures out¬ 
side the enclosure. Enclosed thermal protective devices 
should not be mounted in direct sun or other exceptionally 
warm locations where additional heat will be absorbed into the 
enclosure, unless special consideration is given to derating. 


UNDERWRITERS’ LABORATORIES REQUIREMENTS 

8. Endurance test: 


A summary of the Underwriters' requirements and tests under 
which standard breakers are listed follows: 

1. The tripping mechanism shall be enclosed to prevent tam¬ 
pering. 

2. The mechanism shall trip free of the handle on overload. 

3. The breaker must trip on 200 per cent rating within a speci¬ 
fied time. 

4. The breaker must trip on 125 per cent rating within a speci¬ 
fied time. 

5. Overload tests: 

The breaker must operate satisfactorily 50 times on 600 
per cent rating at 50 per cent power factor and rated 
voltage (150 amperes is the minimum current permissible 
on this test). 

6. All breakers rated 50 amperes, 250 volts a-c, and less, must 
operate four times at two-minute intervals without tripping or 
welding of contacts on a tungsten lamp load equal to the rating 
of the breaker. 

7. The breaker must carry 100 per cent load continuously, and 
must not exceed specified temperature limits.

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USEFUL INFORMATION 

ALTERNATING CURRENT GENERATORS AND MOTORS 


Alternating Current Generators are built in two types, the revolving field and revolving armature 
types. The names of the two sets of windings are rotor and stator. The revolving field type machine is 
mostly used, because of the field current only having to pass through the brushes and collector rings, 
the high tension wires all being stationary. 

Alternating Current Generators are separately excited. That is, the field current is supplied from an 
auxiliary Direct Current Generator, known as an exciter. 

Current supplied from an Alternating Current Generator alternates in direction at regular intervals, 
and from this characteristic is derived the terms “frequency” or “cycles,” which always has a numerical 
value which defines the period of the alternations. The most generally adopted systems operate at either 
60 cycles, 720 alternations, or 25 cycles, 3000 alternations, while there are some Central Stations which 
supply either 40 cycle, 50 cycle, or 133 cycle current. 

Alternating current is generated single, two or three phase, two and three phase systems being the 
most commonly used. They are better adapted for operating large motors. The three phase system has 
been universally adopted on account of economy in construction and operation. Single phase systems re¬ 
quire two wires, two phase systems either three or four wires, and three phase systems three and four 
wires. * 

Alternating Current Motors are constructed single, two or three phase, and of many different types, 
and for all frequencies and synchronous speeds. 

Single-Phase Motors: Single-phase motors are built in several different types, viz.: Repulsion, Re¬ 
pulsion Induction and Induction Types, being used for constant or variable speed service. 

Repulsion Induction motors are the most generally used of all single-phase motors and furnished for 
constant and variable speed. 

Polyphase Induction Motors: Polyphase Induction Motors are built in two types, viz.: Squirrel Cage 
and Slip Ring or Wire Wound Rotor Types. 

Squirrel Cage Rotor Type motor has nearly a constant speed (starting torque high), and is the type 
most generally used for driving machinery. 

Slip-ring motor is adapted for speed variation ranging from 50% to 100%, and also is used for con¬ 
stant speed service. It has a high starting torque with a low starting current demand, which particularly 
adapts it for any service where a heavy starting current is objectionable. 

Roth the Squirrel Cage and Slip-ring type motors can be supplied for any frequency, voltage or 
speed. 

Starting Torque: The starting torque of a constant speed motor is twice full load torque on full 
voltage. In general the torque varies as the square of the applied voltage. The reason for using a re¬ 
duced electromotive force at starting is to reduce the sudden shock which may throw off belts or cause 
mechanical injury, and to reduce the starting current. When 50% voltage is applied to the motor, half 
full load torque is given. 

Synchronous Motors are primarily used for power factor correction and are also sometimes called 
“Synchronous Condensers,” because they can be operated at a leading current to raise the power factor 
of an alternating current system. Synchronous motors for driving power are equipped with an extra 
starting winding, which will give from 30% to 50% full load torque, and will operate at a constant or 
synchronous speed with no slip. It is advisable to have one or more synchronous motors on all alternating 
current systems. Each case requires a particular calculation to fit it with the proper sized motor for the 
conditions and should be referred to those familiar with synchronous motor installations. 

Starting of Synchronous Motors: The starting of synchronous motors differs from the starting of in¬ 
duction motors, due to the fact that they have a field which is supplied from an auxiliary, known as an 
exciter. 

Before starting the motor, first see that the field discharge switch is open from the field of the motor, 
but the motor field must be short circuited through the field discharge resistance. Otherwise, there will 
be a high voltage discharge between the field coils when the current is thrown on the motor, which is due 
to a transformer action between the windings. After seeing that the field switch is in its proper posi¬ 
tion, set the field rheostat at a point to give zero power factor when the switch is thrown in. After these 
precautions have been taken, the motor is ready to start, and should come up to speed on throwing the 

compensator into the starting position. When the motor has attained full speed, throw the compensator 

into running position, and then close the field switch, when the motor will step into synchronism. After 
this the rheostat should be set for full field current, and the motor will then operate “leading.” 

To stop the motor, first turn the rheostat back to the zero power factor position, then open the field 
switch and throw off the compensator, the switches and rheostat being in position for next starting. 

If a synchronous motor which has sufficient starting torque to meet the load conditions should fail 
to start when the current is thrown into the stator windings, it is probably due to the “standing” relation 
of the field to the stator windings, because of there being an equal number of stator to rotor coils, and 

should they both be in a central position to each other, the rotor will not have any starting torque. To 

remedy this move the rotor a slight distance in either direction, and the rotor will then start.

Full Load Current 


The lull load ampere rating of motors of a given horse power rating will vary somewhat depend¬ 
ing largely upon the type ol motor. The lull load values listed in the adjacent tables can be 
considered "average values" for the difierent types and makes ol motors. High torque squirrel cage 
motors will have a lull load current at least 10% higher than listed in the tables. 

For 25 cycle motors, the lull load current value will be approximately that ol a 60 cycle motor 
having the same number ol poles. In other words, lor a 750 rpm. 25 cycle motor, use the data lor 
the corresponding 1800 rmp. 60 cycle motor. This rule is reasonably correct lor 25 cycle motors above 
500 rpm. 

For 2 phase, 3 wire squirrel cage motors, the current in the common line is about 1.4 times the 
lull load current values that are listed lor the 2 phase 4 wire motors.

USEFUL INFORMATION 


WIRING FORMULA 

From Ohm’s Law the proper size of wire that is 
necessary to carry a current any distance with a 
given loss in volts can be readily determined. 

Length of run in ft.Xamperesx21.5 = Circular Mils 

Volts lost 

In the above Formula the number of feet must 
be measured one way, not both sides of the circuit; 
volts lost should be taken as the drop allowed in 
volts, and circular mils show the size of wire to 
use. 

Example:—What size wire should be used on a 
250-volt circuit where it is necessary to carry 150 
amperes a distance of 300 feet to a center of dis¬ 
tribution with a loss of 3 per cent, under full load? 

300 X 150 X 21.5 
7.5 

= 129,000 circular mils, or No. 00 B. & S. 
gauge which is the next size heavier. 

In using this or any other formula to determine 
the size of copper to use, care should be taken to 
see that the size adopted is not smaller than al¬ 
lowed in the Underwriters’ table of safe carrying 
capacities, which are fixed without considering the 
loss in line. 

The general practice in balanced 3-wire direct- 
current systems with a ceneral neutral wire is to 
figure the line loss on the same size as either of 
the others. 

The above Wiring Formula is based upon one 
foot of copper wire, having a cross sectional area 
of one circular mil, with a resistance of approxi¬ 
mately 10.75 ohms, so that the resistance of any 
copper wire— 

Length in feet X 10.75 
Circular Mils 

Substituting this expression for R. in Ohm’s Law: 

E= 

C X length in feet X 10.75 
Circular Mils 

and circular mils = 

C X length in feet X 10.75 
E 

In the Wiring Formula, however, the length in 
feet is considered the “run” one side of the circuit, 
and the term 10.75 is multiplied by 2.

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DATA FOR ELECTRIC HEATING CALCULATIONS 


Correct application of the heater is just as im¬ 
portant as correct selection, and depends mostly 
upon elimination of heat losses through radiation, 
convection and conduction. One of the important 
advantages of electric heat is that it can be applied 
almost exactly where it is required, with little 
heat lost in transmission. Radiation and convec¬ 
tion losses from the material, machine or contain¬ 
er can be reduced by efficient insulation of heated 
parts. Here again, the inherently simple construc¬ 
tion of electric heaters facilitates application of 
the insulating material. Heat losses can also be 
calculated easily and accurately, and the applic¬ 
able data is included for each type of amterial as 
follows: 

Volume of cylindrical tank = Radius x Radius x 
3.1416 x Length 
1 gallon = 231 cu. in. 

1 gallon of water = 8^ lbs. 

1 cubic foot of water = 62.5 lbs. 

1 kilowatt hour will raise temperature of 4 gallons 
of water 100° F. 

1 kilowatt hour = 3412 B.T.U. 

LIQUID HEATING 

The most efficient method of heating any liquid 
is by direct immersion, since the heat is then ap¬ 
plied directly to the material and losses can be 
held to a minimum. However, when obstructions 
within the container, nature of liquid or other 
special conditions prevent direct immersion, con¬ 
duction type heaters may be clamped to the bot¬ 
tom and sides of the tank. Obviously, the heat 
losses of damp - on applications are greater and 
such installations usually require a greater total 
applied wattage than immersion applications.

To evaporate one pound of water at 212° F. 
requires 283 watt hours. 

Total watthours or watts required to heat up 
in one hour equals:—Total weight in lbs. x degrees 
F. rise x watt hours per lb. per degree F. rise. 

If two hours can be allowed use half this value. 
If only one half hour can be allowed, use double 
this value, etc. 

EXAMPLE:—10 gallons of alcohol to be heated 
from 70° F. to 120° F. in one hour: 10 (gallons) x 
7.4 (weight per gallon) x 50 (° F. rise) x .19 (watt- 
hours per pound per ° F.) equals 703 watts for 
heating the liquid. 

To the watts required for heating the liquid 
should be added radiation losses as calculated be¬ 
low. 

If objects are dipped into the liquid, determine 
the total weight 9 f the material dipped per hour, 
its temperature rise, and add the heat absorption 
of these objects calculated on the basis of their 
weight per table No. 4. 

Radiation Losses From Closed Tanks 

Assuming three inches of good insulation on all 
surfaces of tank, the radiation losses will be .08 
watts per degree Fahrenheit per square foot of 
exposed tank surface. (See table 7 for heat losses 
through insulated walls and savings effected by 
good heat insulation. 


FORMULA:—Temperature Differential between 
tank and room in degrees F. x square feet of tank 
area, x .08 quals watts radiation. 

Add this to total watts required to heat material 
as calculated above. 

Complete Wattage Requirements for liquid 
Heating Applications include: Watts required to 
heat liquid, plus watts required to compensate for 
radiation from sides of tank and surface if open 
tank, plus Watts required to compensate for losses 
due to heat absorbed by any material dipped in 
the liquid, plus watts required to compensate for 
heat absorbed by container. 


AIR HEATING 

The convenient size, shape and construction of 
standard electric space heaters, makes them easily 
applicable to a wide variety of heating problems. 
Isolated rooms and buildings, portions of build¬ 
ings, locations where no other heat will reach, 
can be heated conveniently and economically with 
electric heaters. They are also used for adding to 
inadequately heated rooms and for other unusual 
problems. 

Calculation of the wattage required to heat any 
space must include the watts required to heat the 
air, heat absorbed by and lost thru the walls and 
heat lost through windows. The following data 
will be found valuable in calculating wattage re¬ 
quirements for many applications. 

Assuming a required temperature rise of 70° F., 
with 12" brick wall or equally good construction 
such as insulated double wood frame wall, total 
wattage required will be the sum of A, B and C 
as follows: 

A = 0.35 watts per cu. ft. of room (to provide one 
complete change of air per hour). 

B = 3.5 watts per sq. ft. of area of exposed walls 
ceiling and floor. 

C = 35.0 watts per sq. ft. of exposed window area. 

For thinner brick or concrete walls or poor 
frame construction, some extra wattage must be 
added depending upon actual conditions, to com¬ 
pensate for greater heat losses. 

EXAMPLE:—(All dimensions to be in feet). 

Watts A = width x length x height x .35. 

Watts B= (2 x width x height) + (2x width x 
length) + (2 x height x length)—total window 
area) x 3.5. 

Watts C = Number of windows x width of win¬ 
dows x height of windows x 35. 

Total watts required for 70° F. rise = A+B + C. 

For higher temperature rise, multiply total watts 
by ratio between actual temperature rise and 70. 
For xample, for 100° F. rise use 100 x total watts

as falculated above = final watts required. 

Select the required number of standard 500 watt 
space heaters and mount them at advantageous 
locations throughout the room for uniform heat 
distribution. All heaters should be carefully mount¬ 
ed and connected, and if in an exposed location, 
they should be enclosed with a rigid screen or 
guard to prevent contact by persons or inflam¬ 
mable material. The heaters should preferably be 
mounted horizontally on edge and spaced at least 
1 %" apart.
